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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's amendment and accompanying remarks filed February 14, 2006 have been 
acknowledged. 

2. The rejection of claims 1-2, 5-6, 9-10, 15-16, 18 and 23-24 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Korgel et al., U.S. Patent Number 6,846,565 is withdrawn due to applicant's 
argument. 

3. The rejection of claims 1, 3, 5-6, 9, 15 and 18 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Free et al., U.S. Pre Grant Publication 2004/0058453 is withdrawn due to 
applicant's argument. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-2, 5-9 and 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Endo et al, U.S. Patent Number 3,765,883. 

Endo discloses an electrographic photosensitive member (photoconductor) that comprises an 
organometallic compound such as bis(cyclopentadienyl) zirconium dichloride and a 
photosensitive material (see reference claims 1 and 19 and column 5, lines 31-55). Additionally, 
the reference discloses that the photosensitive material can be a vinylcarbazole as per instant 
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claims 1, 12 and 13 (see reference claims 21). Endo reference claim 8 also discloses that the 
metallocene can be hafhocene. Also, the reference discloses that the layer comprising the 
photosensitive material also comprises at least one free radical former such as an azo or diazo 
compound. 

6. Claims 3 and 10-1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. The prior art does not provide for the recited opto- 
electroactive device, further including R 1 substituents on each ring joined to link the rings via a 
bridging ansa group,, wherein the bridging ansa groups is -E(R 6 ) 2 wherein E is carbon, silicon or 
germanium, and R 6 is selected from the group consisting of alkyl, substituted alkyl, methyl, aryl 
and substituted aryl. 

7. Claims 15-24 are allowed. The prior art does not provide for the recited opto- 
electroactive device, further including an anode, cathode and light emitting layer or light 
absorbing layer or hole blocking layer is a zirconocene.
